This product is a pre-
emergence herbicide and will not control emerged weeds. Most effective weed control in
ornamentals will be obtained when this product is activated by at least 0.5 inch of rainfall or
irrigation, or with shallow (1 to 2 inch) mechanical incorporation, prior to weed seed germination
and within 14 days following application. Best weed control is obtained when applied to soil free
of clods, weeds and debris such as leaves.
